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CLAIMS 



What is claimed is; 

clip for securing an object to an article worn by a person, the object 
having a first surface and a second surface, wherein the first surface is adapted to be worn 
adjacent to the person and the second surface positioned substantially perpendicular to the 
first surface, the clih comprising: a first segment and a second segment, the first segment 
positioned substantiallysadjacent to the first surface and the second segment positioned 
substantially adjacent to tn^second surface, the clip rotatably coupled with the object 
such that pressing the second segment toward the second surface rotates the first segment 
away from the first surface. \ 

2. The clip according to claim 1 wnferein the first segment of the clip has 

an end proximal to the second segment and an end distal to the second segment, the first 
segment further comprising a protrusion on the oistal end, the protrusion facing toward 
the first surface and having a predetermined lengthWch that the protrusion catches the 
article between the clip and the object. \ 

3. The clip according to claim 2 further comprising an aHlapter coupled with 

the first segment of the clip, the adapter positioned between the finrt segment of the clip 
and the first surface of the object and having an adapter length greater than the 
predetermined length. \ 

4. The clip according to claim 3 wherein the adapter is formed of a frictional 
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A clip for securing an object to aifarticle worn by a person, the object having a 
urface positioned adjacent to the nelson, the clip coupled with the surface and movable 
about the surface, the clipping/device comprising: a first segment and a second segment 
and a bend through a prejietermined angle between the first and second segments, 
wherein the first segment is positioned substantially adjacent to the surface and applying 
a force to the s^bnd segment causes the first segment to move away from the surface. 

^he clip according to claim 5 wherein the first segment of the clip has 
i\ dn. end proxim^o4j^ second segment and an end distal to the second segment, the first 
segment including a protrusion on the distal end, the protrusion facing toward the surface 
and having a predetermined length'suthjhat the protrusion catches the article between the 
clip and the object. 

7. The clip according to claim 6 further comprising an ad^)t^r coupled with 
the first segment of the clip and positioned between the first segment of^ie clip and the 
surface, the adapter having an adapter length greater than the predetermined 

A method for attaching an object to an artiple worn by a person comprising: 

a. providing an object having a surface positioned adjacent to the article; and 

b. providing a clip coupled wj*fi the object, the clip having a first segment 
and a second segment add a bend through a predetermined angle between 
the first and second i^egments, the first segment positioned substantially 
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adjacent to the surface wherdj>j5ressing the second segment causes the 
first segment to mav^Sway from the surface. 




9. .An electronic device having a first surface positioned adjacent to an article worn 
by a person sind a second surface substantially perpendicular to the first surface, the 
electronic device comprising: a clip having a first segment positioned adjacent to the first 
surface and a second segha^nt configured at a predetermined angle with respect to the first 
segment, wherein pressing the s&mid segment toward the second surface rotates the first 
segment away from the first surface. 



10. The electronic device according to clainr9\vherein the first segment of the 
clip has an end proximal to the second segment and ah>md distal to the second segment, 
the first segment further comprising a protrusion on the distal end, the protrusion facing 
the first surface and having a predetermined length such that ttie^protrusion catches the 
article between the clip and the electronic device. 





11. The electronic device according to claim 10 further comprising an adapter coupled 
with the first segment of the clip and positioned between the first segment and the^rst 
surface, the adapter having an adapter length greater than the pr edetermin ecUength: — 



An adapter for provid] ng a flat surface to a clip, wherein the clip is coupled to 



an object and having 2 



segment which secures the object to an article worn by a 



person, the object ha\ ing a surface adapted to be worn adjacent to the person, the

13. The adapter according to claim 12 wherein the adapter is made of a frictional 
material. 

14. The adapter accofflfiag to claim 12 wherein the adapter having a protrusion for 
attaching the adapter tq me segment, wherein the adapter attaches to the segment by 
fitting the protrusion wilhih an aperture located in the segment. 



15. 1*h$adapter according to claim 12 wherein the segment of the clip has an end 
proximal to whei^the clip is coupled to the object and an end distal to where the clip is 
coupled to the object, tife^egment further comprising a protrusion on the distal end, the 
protrusion facing toward the surface and having a predetermined length such that the 
protrusion catches the article between mfe-ojip and the object. 
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
